Ellsworth Hill School 


“Gone, But Not Forgotten” 
By Francis A. Muzzey 


In 1798 the town of Wentworth was divided into eight school districts, probably 
for the purpose of convenience and walking distance since there was no statute 
regulating such division. It is likely that this redistricting (the first had been done in 
1785) was done to oblige the increase and shift in population that had occurred during 
the last decade. For the first time a Prudential Committee, as it was called, was 
established and served for most of the next century. 

The Ellsworth Hill School, named after the family name that remained 
prominent in the area for over one hundred years, was Number 5 when formulated in the 
first division by vote of the town. It retained that number in the second division as well 
and in all subsequent reorganizations of the town for school purposes. 

This school, for many years, housed over one dozen students, and in some years 
the population approached twenty inquiring minds. Even as late as 1902, the Ellsworth 
Hill School continued to house enough students to keep its doors open, probably 
acquiring some of its students from other schools in the town that had already closed. By 
1920, perhaps sooner, the school no longer served the town. 

Any list of teachers serving this school will probably be incomplete due to lack 
of complete records as well as the common practice of juggling teachers from school to 
school as necessity demanded. The following list, all names obtained from old town 
reports, are but a few of the teachers that faithfully served the area: Elma Foster, Martha 
Barton, Nellie Lehane, Mabel Hackett, May Eaton, Ina Simpson, Belinda Batchelder, 
Alice Herbert, Mattie Page, Byron Davis, Mary Gove, Vinnie Randall, Hannah Ahern, 
Eva Roberts, Alice Brown, Millie Day, Mertie Foster, Bertha Colburn, Katie Foster, 
Josephine Godfrey, Sadie Titus, Carlie Russell, Jeanette Smith, Della Pease, Ethel Ray, 
Maude Pease, Iva McLaughlin, Hazel Batchelder, Melissa Rolfe, and Viola Smardon. 
Some of these individuals had to travel considerable distance by horse and buggy or on 
foot to teach at the school, but such was not an uncommon occurrence during the early 
history of the town. 

At the town meeting of 1926, the town voted to dispose of the Ellsworth Hill 
School House, and the building was sold to Arthur Fellow, as may be evidenced by his 
name appearing in old tax records on the property. However, no record of such 
conveyance appears at the Grafton County Registry of Deeds, and it would be some time 
before that correction would be made. A lengthy chronicle of title to this property is 
available. 

For many years the old school house remained neglected, deteriorating as the 
years passed, and finally the building reached a stage of disrepair. Consideration for 
restoration was abandoned as being of little hope. It was at one time intended that the 
place would be burned as a practice exercise for the local fire department, but the actual 
doing of such was postponed. Finally, in 2004, when making arrangements to burn an 
equally deteriorated, nearby building, which had been recently acquired by the town for 
back taxes, the old school house was inadvertently burned instead of the intended one. 
The embarrassment was made bearable by the present owner of record, and a building, 
historic in nature but beyond restoration, was a memory. The building, that for over a 
century played a vital part in the education of the area's children, was no longer standing. 

The Ellsworths are no longer a part of this once populated region of the town; 
few know that the building was a school or that a school in the region even existed. 

And now it is gone, but not forgotten.

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2005 WENTWORTH SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


All of us here at the Town Offices are excited about the new assessing and tax collection 
software by Avitar. It is no longer necessary to do double input into two different systems. 
This software is user friendly and can create many of the reports that are needed by the 
Assessor, Tax Collector and Administrate Assistant. 


The Digital Mapping Project is complete and we will continue to update these maps on a 
yearly basis and as sub-divisions occur. 


Recent Legislation has exempted the Wentworth Landfill from completing the costly 
Landfill Closure Plan as previously planned. We are currently completing Phase II for the 
Hydrogeological Investigation report for the Department of Environmental Services. The 
sampling of water and soil produced no negative reports and this means we now are 
applying for the formal permit and will continue to monitor ground water a couple times a 
year. 


The Town of Wentworth was notified by town counsel that it had prevailed in two legal 
actions brought against the town. Obviously we were pleased with the outcome. 


The town grader, tired and worn out, finally met its maker. Unfortunately, the 
Wentworth Highway Department and associated subcontractors had just started 
work on the North Dorchester Road project. The Selectmen had to resolve this problem 
quickly and agreed to rent a John Deere grader of similar size and 
capabilities as the “late” Town grader. The taxpayers will be asked to purchase 
this piece of equipment in the March '06 Town Meeting. The Selectmen unanimously 
support this purchase. 


Late in the summer torrential rains, on already water-saturated ground, 
caused very high water and flooding on the Baker River. The riverbank, just upstream from 
the town gravel pit, washed through and the access road was 
washed away. The town will have to repair this in the spring. We are looking 
into emergency grants to help share in the cost of repairing this damage and 
preventing future river damage to this area. 


The Selectman have a plan to start repairing the “red flagged” bridges in Town and will 
be requesting funds from the State to assist with the cost. 


At the 2005 Town Meeting, the taxpayers voted to have a full time, appointed Police 
Chief. The Police Chief Search Committee, appointed by the Selectmen, has been working 
with diligence to find a new chief. The first two choices did not work out, however, the 
committee continues its search for a new chief. During the selection process, Police Chief 
Warren Davis, also the Police Chief in the Town of Warren, stepped up to the plate and was 
appointed by the Selectmen to fill in on a part-time basis. He has admirably and 
professionally filled in on the town's behalf. A big “Thank You” to Chief Davis! . The 
Selectmen thank all those who have participated and are currently participating in this 
effort.

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


I would like to begin my report this year by thanking the townspeople 
for being so patient and understanding this past year. As most of you know, I 
was without the grader for quite sometime as the transmission went in our 
Champion grader. Unfortunately, it was some time before a loaner became 
available. We do have a "lease/purchase" with a new 2005 672D John Deere 
grader. 


It has been a very busy year between washouts in April on Ellsworth 
Hill, Atwell Hill, Nichol’s Hill, and Hilltop Road. The last mile on North 
Dorchester Road from Matover's Bridge to the Dorchester town line has 
been rebuilt. The trees and brush have been cut back for the road to be 
widened, culverts have been replaced, and catch basins rebuilt. We rented 
an excavator for six weeks to widen and remove stumps, rocks, and ledge, 
with drilling and blasting. The old asphalt was ground up, gravel was added, 
and the road repaved. That job has been completed. 


On Ellsworth Hill Road we replaced seven culverts with larger 
culverts to handle more water and run off. In addition, we replaced almost 
1800° of culverts and underdrain in the town. We also spread 3,000 cubic 
yards of 1-1/2" crushed gravel to the dirt roads around town. We have 
started replacing and rebuilding guardrails on some bridges. We do have 
several bridges on the State Red List that need attention in the near future, 
those including Silver Bridge, Evans Road Bridge, and Dufour Bridge. Westill 
plan ona lot of bridgework to be done, culverts to be replaced, and regular 
maintenance of the roads. 


The equipment is in pretty good shape. We have kept the 
maintenance current and everything is running well. Keep in mind for the 
future about replacing the backhoe and ‘93 International dump truck; they 
are getting old and worn out. 

I would like to thank my dependable crew for being there and helping 
get these jobs done. If there is ever a problem, please don't hesitate to 
contact me.

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2005 Planning Board Report 


In 2005 the Planning Board again conducted the business of the town with a fully 
elected board and three alternates. The Board thanks Hanna Towle Gossel for her service 
and Adam Rick for agreeing to serve as an alternate. The terms of two members end this 
year creating openings to be addressed at the March 2006 town meeting. 


In 2005 the Board decided to refocus its priority from the update of the Master Plan to 
the revision of the Subdivision Regulation. As a consequence, the majority of our time 
has been spent working on the Subdivision Regulation. We have attempted to address 
areas that have proven to be confusing and / or not currently supported by the law. We 
believe we have respected and worked within the limited authority originally granted by 
the town's Legislative Body in establishing the Planning Board. We understand that 
authority to extend only to the review and recording of the division of land and the 
construction of roads that may be necessary to support subdivision. We have completed a 
“first draft” and have forwarded a copy to the town's attorney for review and input. 

Focus for 2006 will shift back to the update of the Master Plan. 


In 2005 the Planning Board approved or conditionally approved three (3) lot 
line/boundary line adjustments on Rt. 25A, Thayer Mt. Road and August Road. The 
adjustment on August Road resulted in the elimination of one (1) lot. The Board held 
hearings and approved, or conditionally approved, seven (7) minor subdivisions on Rt. 
25A, Red Oak Hill Road, Rt. 25, Eastside Road and Evans Road. The Board also held 
hearings and approved two (2) major subdivisions on Cheever and North Dorchester 
Roads. The major subdivisions brought significant and generous voluntary contributions 
benefiting the Town. The Board acknowledges and thanks King Forest Industries, Inc., 
and John King, Jr., for the substantial improvements to Cheever Road bordering their 
subdivision, and for the provision for a fire pond on lots facing North Dorchester Road. 
The Board also acknowledges and thanks Vintage Lands, LLC, and Stanley Jackson, for 
a financial contribution toward the construction of the fire pond on North Dorchester 
Road. It remains for the Town to seek appropriate permits for the fire pond construction. 
The Board also has one carry over application for a major subdivision on Frescoln Road. 


The net growth of approved lots in town for 2005 is twenty-four (24). 


The 2005 appropriation for the Planning Board was $3055. Total expenditures were 
$905.10. Total income generated by fees and returned to the general fund in 2005 was 
$1959. The Board anticipates that the cost for the legal review of the regulation will be 
in the order of $1500 - $3000. The Board has asked the Selectmen to encumber the 
$2149 remaining from the 2005 appropriation to carry over to the 2006 planning board 
operating budget. 


The Planning Board recommends an appropriation (new money) of $2351 for 2006. This 
includes $1000 for administration, $55 for a current copy of the land use regulation and 
$1296 to continue the process of updating the town's Master Plan and Subdivision 
Regulation. The appropriation combined with the encumbered funds provides for an 
operating budget of $4500.

Webster Memorial Library Librarian's Report 


The library is open on Mondays from 3:00--8:00 p.m., Wednesdays from 11:00 
a.m. to 4:00 p.m., and Saturdays from 10:00 a.m. to noon. 

There are a variety of materials available to patrons including books, audio 
books, videos, DVDs, CDs, and periodicals. The library participates in the Inter-Library Loan 
program and can borrow items from other New Hampshire libraries. There is a copier 
available for public use during business hours. 

A pre-school story hour began this year and runs in sessions during the year. Some 
children also participated in the Summer Reading Program. 

The IRS income tax forms are, unfortunately, no longer available at the library as 
the IRS has discontinued sending out the forms to small libraries. 

The library received a sponsorship from the Children's Literacy Foundation this 
past fall. Many thanks to the Mascoma Savings Bank Foundation, which sponsored the 
library! In October, a representative from CLiF presented the library with 96 new 
hardcover children's books during a special story-telling presentation at the elementary 
school. These books have greatly updated the children's holdings, especially the nonfiction 
section. 

The library would also like to thank Dr. Karen Zumbrunn of Princeton, NJ, who 
regularly donates books and magazine subscriptions to the library.

360 items were 
added to the general collection, 244 items were added to the children's collection, and 83 
items were added to the Audio-Visual collection. 

Many thanks to Helen Ray, who volunteers at the library, and to Angela Comeau, 
who runs the pre-school story hour.

Well here we are another year has flown by. Over the year a lot of changes have 
come to EMS and to our ambulance service, Never mind our call volume increasing by 
almost 25 % 

We have purchased a new ambulance and been able to fully equip it. We were 
hoping to trade in one of the older ambulances, but due to the small amount offered to us 
for a trade in we decided it would be better to keep all three. 

We have increased our level of care in the field, by having Warren/Wentworth 
Ambulance first Paramedic on our service. Three other Paramedics who have joined the 
service on a perdiem status. They are not always available 24/ 7, but we are trying to fill 
in the spaces needed. 

Over the year the members of Warren / Wentworth Ambulance have spent a lot of 
there time helping to raise money to assist in the support of the Ambulance Service. From 
fund raising to spending time helping to cover at race tracks both in Rumney, at the Pines 
Speedway , Canaan , at Canaan Speedway , and at Canaan at the Lions Club motocross. It 
is becoming increasingly more difficult to fundraise and keep up with the training needed 
for the level of care expected in the field. 

There has been expressed opinion from towns people who would like to see 
Warren / Wentworth Ambulance Service become a full time service, We are striving in 
this direction, but we feel it is more of an expense at this time than Warren or Wentworth 
can afford. We are exploring other avenues to help fund the possibility of a full time 
service for our towns , but this is not something we can do overnight. This year we are 
not raising our requested appropriation from either town, but next year we probably will 
have no choice but to have an increase. 

In closing I would like to thank all the Warren / Wentworth Ambulance members 
for giving there time and energy to come forward in a time of need without expecting 
anything in return. You all make me proud of what we can accomplish .Also | would like 
to thank the Warren Fire and Wentworth Fire Departments for their help were and 
whenever needed.

In 2005 we inspected many areas of work in wetland areas to make sure that 
work was being done according to rules and regulations. 


We looked into getting a permit for a dry hydrant. Hope to accomplish this in 
2006. 


Having received a complaint of work being done in the river,we inspected the 
area and sent a report to Department of Enviromental Services. The 
Department of Enviromental Services inspected the site according to RSA 
482-A rules and regulations and work was done without a permit. The people 
were notified that any work 1n wetlands, water of the state, the banks, flat, 
sand dune,or other areas of jurisdiction of the Department requires a posted 
approved permit prior to carrying out such work. 


We continue to work with the Baker River Watershed Assoc. Helping with 
the water testing, monitoring the Baker River taking water samples from 3 
locations four times in the summer checking for E Coli.This test tells us if the 
water is ok for swimming or whether the beach needs to be closed till the 
water clears.

2005 Annual Report 


The Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District met seven (7) times during 2005. Once again, District programs provided residents 
access for proper disposal of their household hazardous wastes (HHW), paint, fluorescent light bulbs, antifreeze and 
rechargeable batteries. The District also worked diligently on securing long term disposal and hauling contracts for its 
member communities. 


The District's one-day HHW collection program consisted of three collections held in the towns of Littleton, Plymouth, 
and Thornton. An estimated 502 residents were served by the collections - 43% of which had never participated in a 
collection event before. The total costs for the three collections were slightly less than $22,500, which is comparable to the 
costs associated with the 2003 and 2004 one-day collection program. The District received $11,196 in grant funds from the 
State of NH’s HHW grant program to help offset a portion of the program’s costs. The 2005 program saw the District 
collect slightly more than 33,090 pounds of wastes, again comparable to the amounts collected in 2003 and 2004. The 
average amount of waste disposed of by individual participants was approximately 66 pounds. Flammable liquids and 
oil-based paints accounted for nearly half of the waste collected. In 2006, the District plans to hold two (2) collections in 
the spring (Littleton and Rumney) and one (1) in the fall (Plymouth). 


In addition to the one-day HHW collections, individual District towns continued to collect leftover/ unused household 
paint. This material is accepted at most facilities April through September. Our selected contractor sorts the material by 
color and then processes it into a recycled paint product for commercial sale. Over 2,000 gallons of paint was collected in 
2005, almost identical to the amount collected in 2004. At the same time the District decreased the amount of non- 
acceptable materials collected by nearly 50%, which saved over $900 in charges. 


The District also recycled over 27,200 feet of fluorescent light bulbs and 1,100 gallons of antifreeze. These materials, much 
like the paint, were collected at individual transfer stations throughout the year. In the spring and fall pickups were 
coordinated with our recycling vendors. The ongoing collections not only provide less expensive recycling options for 
wastes typically collected at HHW collections, but they also allow District residents greater access to disposal 
opportunities, in turn minimizing the potential for improper disposal. All of the District's collection programs were 
coordinated with the assistance of North Country Council. 


Finally, after a comprehensive request for proposal process the District's sub-committee assigned for handling the 
contract process recommended to the full District Board a waste disposal contract offered by North Country 
Environmental Services and a waste hauling contract offered by Waste Management, Inc. At the District's November 
meeting, the Board voted to accept the proposals submitted by both companies. Pending final negotiations, both 
contracts will be for seven years, commencing on May 1, 2006. These contracts will not only provide District communities 
with competitive pricing but also provide long-term stability. 


Citizens interested in participating in the development of the District's programs are welcome to attend the District 
meetings. Information regarding the place and time of the meetings is available at all municipal offices.

ANNUAL REPORT 2005 

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit organization 

that provides programs and services to support the health and well being of our 

older citizens. The Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain 

independent in their own homes and communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and North Woodstock, the information and assistance 
program Grafton County ServiceLink, and the Retired and Senior Volunteer 
Program and Volunteer Center (RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and 
RSVP, older adults and their families take part in a range of community-based 
long-term services including home delivered meals, congregate dining programs, 
transportation, adult day care, chore/home repair services, recreational and 
educational programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2005, 34 older residents of Wentworth were served by the Council’s 
programs offered through the Horse Meadow or Plymouth Regional Senior Center: 
@ Older adults from Wentworth enjoyed 444 balanced meals in the 

company of friends in the Plymouth center’s dining room. 
@ They received 286 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by 
caring volunteers. 
@ Frail residents of Wentworth benefited from 618.5 hours of care in our 
adult day care program. 
@ Wentworth residents were transported to health care providers or other 
community resources on 2 occasions by our lift-equipped buses. 
@ They received assistance with problems, crises or issues of long-term 
care through 29 visits by a social worker or contacts with ServiceLink. 
@ Wentworth’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents and skills to 
work for a better community through 248.25 hours of volunteer service. 
The cost to provide Council services for Wentworth residents in 2005 was 
$12,829.38. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own 
homes and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and 
increasing physical frailty, saving tax dollars that would otherwise be expended for 
nursing home care. They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older 
friends and neighbors. As our population grows older, supportive services such as 
those offered by the Council become even more critical. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Wentworth’s 
support for our programs that enhance the independence and dignity of older 
citizens and enable them to meet the challenges of aging in the security and comfort 
of their own communities and homes.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Wentworth 
Wentworth, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the Town of Wentworth, as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 2004 as shown on pages 2 through 6. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town of 
Wentworth’s management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We 
believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


Management has chosen not to implement Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) Statement No. 34, Basic 
Financial Statements - and Management's Discussion and Analysis - for State and Local Governments. Therefore these 
financial statements are presented following the principles that were in effect prior to GASB Statement No. 34. 
Management has not presented government-wide financial statements to display the financial position and changes in 
financial position of its governmental activities and business-type activities. The financial statements presented do not 
contain separate statements for governmental, proprietary, if applicable and fiduciary fund types, nor are major and non- 
major funds separately identified and classified. The financial statements presented report expendable and 
nonexpendable trust funds, some of which should be reported as special revenue and permanent funds under the new 
reporting model. The financial statements also present a general long-term debt account group which should not be 
reported as such, but the information contained therein should be included in the government-wide financial statements 
were they presented. Also, the financial statements do not contain any information on capital assets because the 
government has not maintained historical cost records of such assets. Management has not presented a management’ s 
discussion and analysis as required. The amounts that would be reported in the missing statements and required 
supplementary information, and the effects of reclassifying and properly reporting the information presented are not 
reasonably determined. 


_ In our opinion, because of the effects of the matters discussed in the preceding paragraph, the financial statements 
referred to above do not present fairly, in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States 
of America, the financial position of the Town of Wentworth as of December 31, 2004, or the changes in its financial 
position or its cash flows, where applicable, for the year then ended. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the 
Town of Wentworth basic financial statements. The combining and individual fund statements are presented for 
purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. For reasons stated in the 
third paragraph of this report, we expressed an opinion that the financial statements of the Town of Wentworth do not 
fairly present financial position, results of operations, and cash flows in conformity with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. Therefore, we do not express an opinion on the accompanying combining and 


individual fund statements.

A fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the 
open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1- 
800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and 
responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire's forest resources. For more information please contact the 
Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, with red-flag conditions issued by 
the National Weather Service and extreme fire danger in the southern and central portions of the state. This 
period of increased initial attack activity prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban in several 
years. Despite the dry conditions, the state's largest wildland fire was contained at 29 acres. Our statewide 
system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping the fires small and saving several structures this season 
due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface damaged 10 
structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures 
to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters 
clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials.

2005 Annual Report 


The Mount Mooselaukee Health Center (MMHC) a division of Ammonoosuc Community Health 
Services, Inc. (ACHS) is a non-profit agency offering a network of affordable primary health care 
services and information throughout the communities of Warren, Wentworth, and Rumney. MMHC 
emphasizes preventive care and encourages active participation in one's own health. MMHC's programs 
promote and support the well being of individuals and their families. 


MMHC offers a variety of health care services to the local communities including primary care, 
maternity care, family planning, and mental health care, which include counseling and drug and alcohol 
treatments. Dr. David Nelson, D.O. has been the full time primary care physician since July of 2002. Dr. 
Nelson is also on staff at Cottage Hospital in Woodsville, NH. MMHC has a variety of health care 
providers who practice in Warren on a part-time basis. This allows MMHC to bring a wide range of 
services to the communities. Jessica Thibodeau, ARNP provides adult and adolescent services, 
specializing in prenatal care and woman's health issues. MMHC participates with Dartmouth-Hitchcock 
Nurse Midwifery Program for deliveries and high-risk referrals. Steven Noyes LICSW, LADC is a 
mental health, and drug addiction counselor. 


The Advisory Board for MMHC consists of community members that are dedicated to the continuation 
of health care services in the local area. They meet six times a year to discuss fundraising and plan 
special events. Those interested in joining the Advisory Board are invited to contact the site manager at 
MMHC (764-5704). 


The Warren/Wentworth Ambulance Service has generously allowed the food pantry to use its basement. 
We are happy to provide this service to the community. Many donations were received this year, and 
were greatly appreciated. The food pantry serves an average of 39 households or 671 meals per month. 
Commodity foods are delivered every other month on the first Friday. MMHC would like to thank Bill 
Hall and all of the volunteers for their efforts to feed the hungry. 


The food pantry is but one of the communities needs that MMHC supports. The WIC program comes to 
MMHC the first Monday for every month. MMHC offers a home visiting program for families with 
young children through Family Connections, a program for chronically ill children and their families 
through Partners in Health, dental health referrals, and community health education. 


As a federally qualified health center, patients who do not have insurance and qualify for the sliding fee 
program receive quality health care at affordable prices. Total savings for those patients was $44,150 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2005. MMHC also has a drug formulary program to provide 
qualifying patients with affordable prescription medication. The staff at MMHC diligently works to 
assist patients with applications for the indigent drug program. In fiscal year 2005 MMHC provided 
community residents with $122,414 in free prescription medication, which is an increase of 13.5% from 
fiscal year 2004. 


The staff at MMHC would like to thank the town, and the many organizations and community members 
who have supported the health center through out the past year. Your generous donations of time and 
money have been greatly appreciated.

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PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 
2005-2006 


Wentworth Elementary's 2005-2006 student enrollment and grade distribution is as 
follows: 


Grade 1 =5 Grade 6 = 13 
Grade 2/3 = 6 Grade 7 = 14 
Grade 4/5 = 14 Grade 8 = 13 


Our academic year has gone smoothly. There was very little turnover in teaching staff, 
which adds stability and teaching strength to our school. The New England Common 
Assessment testing was completed in October. Teachers and students were well 
prepared for the regional testing program that New Hampshire has developed along 
with Rhode Island and Vermont. In eighth grade we are challenging those students 
who have excelled in math. Based on Ms. Bagley's recommendation several students 
are already taking their first year of Algebra at Plymouth Regional high School. Also 
worthy of note is our outstanding art program. Parents and townspeople who have had 
a chance to visit Wentworth Elementary have seen the many student art displays on our 
walls. There are a number of very talented art students in our school, and their success 
is a tribute to their teacher, Jo-Anne Gardella. The music program continues to run 
strong at Wentworth. Students are exposed to classroom music, instrumentals, chorus, 
and band. There is substantial research which shows that involvement in music helps 
students excel in other subject areas. After a thorough public discussion that included 
a parent survey, the ski program was retained as a vital part of our physical education 
program at Wentworth elementary. Those not participating in the ski program will 
have an academic day at school. 


Our PTO continues to be a supportive group dedicated to the welfare of our students 
and teachers. The group supports teacher wish lists, the ski program, the science 
programs, and teacher appreciation week. Our thanks go out to our small, but effective 
Parent Teacher Organization. 


The bridge construction in front of the school continues. Ultimately the road will be 
closer to the school. As a result we have had to remove the school sign. Staff, and 
PTO, with the help of Scott Goodale are in the process of designing a new school sign. 
Funds for a new sign will come from the State of New Hampshire as compensation for 
old sign removal. 


Wentworth Elementary continues to have a high percentage of students who qualify 
for special education services. We have been very fortunate this year to have the 
services of some excellent aides who work with our special needs students under the 
direct supervision of special education teacher Laurie Melanson. Eighty percent of the 
aides hold college degrees. These high quality employees have added tremendously to 
our educational efforts at WES.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


This time of year allows all of us to look back at the past year to review and evaluate our plans 
and actions to build a stronger, better serving school district for the future of all our students. 


We made significant changes in a number of areas to meet the letter and spirit of the federal 
No Child Left Behind legislation. All of the principals and teachers worked tirelessly to create 
an environment that allows every child to grow and successfully meet the educational 
challenges of the 21st century. 


In an effort to establish consistent essential learning experiences for every student, SAU #48 
has developed curriculum guides that are linked to the state standards. The Math, Literacy, 
Social Studies, Science and Music guides were approved by all school boards over the past 
year. Committees are currently drafting a Guidance Curriculum and a new Visual Arts 
Curriculum to be completed by this summer. The guides are available on our web site at 
http://www.sau48.k12.nh.us. In order to better focus on mastery, we use multiple assessments 
to determine each student's progress. Currently, in order to determine Adequate Yearly 
Progress, the state of NH requires the annual New England Common Assessment Program 
(NECAP) test for all students in grades 3 through 8. High school students will continue to take 
the NHEIAP test in the tenth grade for the next two years. The SAU is coordinating new 
initiatives to better emphasize the depth of learning and interdisciplinary instruction. Plymouth 
Regional High School and several of the elementary schools are studying Curriculum 
Mapping as a tool for curriculum decision-making, communication, and professional 
development. In addition, schools are studying literacy across the curriculum. Title I programs 
within our schools include a supplementary literacy intervention designed to accelerate the 
development of literacy skills for readers, professional development for their teachers, and a 
process for monitoring student progress that includes the administration of student 
assessments. Our Reading Recovery programs are highly effective short-term intervention of 
one-on-one tutoring for low-achieving first graders. 


Technology plans in all our schools ensure that technology strengthens existing curricula and 
supports meaningful, engaged learning for all students. Professional development 
opportunities have included the provision of an integrated approach within all curriculum 
areas through an information and communication technologies literacy (ICT) program. We 
will continue to develop digital technology and communication tools that provide 
opportunities for students to demonstrate ICT competency by the end of eighth grade. 


Our School Boards continue to evaluate the buildings and grounds which are owned by the 
districts. Plymouth and Thornton have recently completed significant building improvements. 
The voters in Campton this March will be voting on a proposal to renovate and upgrade their 
facility and the Holderness School Board is reviewing and preparing to initiate a study to 
review its building needs. 


All of us are cognizant that our building and grounds are significant investments, supported by 
generations of citizens. We are ever vigilant to protect these valuable community assets. 


On behalf of all the students, teachers, and staff throughout SAU 48, we thank you for your 
continued support and good wishes. Please know how much we value the opportunity to serve 
our communities.

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WENTWORTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 


January December 2005 


The year 2005 has been a productive one for the WES health office. School health screenings, including 
vision, hearing, blood pressure, height, and weights were done, and head lice checks as necessary. The 
audiometer was borrowed from Mt. Moosilauke Health Center in the past, to conduct hearing screenings, but 
in September, the school purchased its own screening audiometer, making it more accessible for the nurse to 
do hearing checks at any time as necessary, during the school year. Ordering supplies and equipment to keep 
the Health Office appropriately stocked is the responsibility of the nurse. 


The annual state Immunization Survey is required for the school nurse to complete. It is a time consuming 
process, as each student's health record must be examined for any missing immunizations, and parents 
notified of those that need them, assuring that each child is adequately immunized. Every child now enrolled 
in WES is in full compliance with State of New Hampshire immunization laws. The school nurses of SAU 
48 requested that a computer program called SNAP, made especially for nursing, be purchased and installed 
on the nurse computers. The SAU honored our request, and in September we had a training session for use 
of this program. It makes the students health records fully private, but easily accessible to the nurses. When 
the next annual immunization survey is required, it will be far less time consuming for the nurse, quickly 
printing out the info for the survey to show compliance. It also improves medication administration safety 
and privacy. There are many other advantages to this program and it is greatly appreciated. 


The weekly fluoride rinse program is overseen by the nurse, with free fluoride rinse supplied by the school 
dental program at Speare Memorial Hospital. The nurse also is responsible for reviewing and approving the 
applications for the free and reduced-price lunch program, with guidelines from the Federal Government. A 
yearly report to the state showing compliance with the Federal laws governing the School Lunch Program 
was also done. This year, the school must come up with a plan to improve the school nutrition and exercise 
environment to encourage students and families to adopt a healthier lifestyle. The nurse sent home 
suggestions for healthier snacking at school parties, especially the Christmas parties, held at the school, to 
reduce the amount of sweets and soda, and salty snack foods that we consume. In Health class, the emphasis 
has been on healthier eating. 


The school nurse has been teaching a bi-weekly health education program to students in grades 1-8. The 
emphasis is on healthy lifestyle choices, to help the children learn to keep their bodies healthy through 
proper nutrition, exercise, rest, cleanliness and avoidance of harmful substances, and practices. In May, a 
gentleman from Plymouth came to speak with the eighth grade students about the value of abstinence for the 
health and safety of each one. New teaching material was purchased to make it easier to understand the 
human body, with money from the school nurse budget and grants from the PTO. Appropriate teaching 
materials will be ordered for up-to-date information on adolescent health. 


In October, WES participated in the National Red Ribbon Week, a celebration of the life of a police officer, 
who gave his life to fight drugs being brought into the US, in an effort to keep our children safe. The entire 
school, staff and students participated, many taking the pledge to remain drug, alcohol and tobacco free. 
Students in grades 4 and 8 helped to make posters and do reports on the effects these substances have on the 
body. 


The school nurses of SAU 48 were introduced last year to a local program called “Neighbors Together” 
which provides some monetary grants to help families provide needed articles to students, such as winter 
clothing and glasses. From time to time, the nurse sends reminders to the staff to be on the lookout for 
students in need. WES has made a few referrals to this program. 


Along with other duties, the nurse is responsible for home visits, wellness programs and community 
referrals. The nurse attends continuing education programs and professional meetings, including monthly 
meetings of the SAU #48 School Nurse Association. This association works to develop and revise health 
policies for the SAU as needed, as well as to provide continuity of health services throughout our member 
school districts.
